The claims are allowed for the reason that the cited prior arts do not teach or fairly 
suggest the combination of method steps, probe and candidate compound of the claimed method 
for screening for the bioactivity of a candidate compound. The method comprises the steps of a) 
treating one of the two portions of the proteomic mixture with a candidate compound to obtain 
an inactivated portion; b) combining at least one probe to the untreated portion of the proteomic 
mixture under conditions for reaction with the target proteins to obtain a first specimen; c) 
combining at least one probe to the inactivated portion under conditions for reaction with the 
target proteins to obtain a second specimen.
